HAVANA (Via Key Waest), March 10—
(New York World Cablegramh—Special Tele-

gram.)—With respect to attacks on the Red |

Cross soclety, charging that attempts are
niade to smuggle articles not Intended to fe-
lHeve distress, the officers of the soclety
make the following smtement:

“The great cry ralsed hy the Bpanlards e
not warranted by the facts In the case. The
intransitats took up the matter, clalining
that a huge scheme of smugeling was undet
way and urging theough Madrid the expul-
eslon of the Red Croes members. Weyler's
Havana organ, Bl Corrlo, was ecpecially
agoinst the further distribution of relief sup-
plies, 'This paper ls also the organ of the
whiolesale and retall merchants, who clalm
that they suffee considerably through loss ot
trade. Th's argumoot s difficult to de-
fend, as the reciplents of charity could aol
buy goods, belng withou! mmeans or prospelis
of earning money.

“A box which arrived on the Seguranca
pame amll sumerons similar packages con-
talulng rellef stcrea. Al were eent Lo
wacekousea at San Jose awalting cusloms
house Inspectlest end delivered to the Ral
Cross agents,  The hox In question was
marked, ‘Consul General Lee, Havana, for
Mrs, Manvel F. Fernandex Calzada de Sayane
Jeaea del Monte” 1t was selected by the
customa oMcer for inspection. having a sus-
plelcus addresa, 1t was opened and the con
temts proved to be six contalning
twelve bottlex each of Japanese gold paint.
There wore about tiree doren caeds of com-
mon  brass, gold-washed collar buttone,
twonty-five buttons, twenty-five cheap gold-
wasthed rings tled In dozens and wrapped in
tlesue paper glmllar to the varlely com-
monly hawked by street sellers, This was
the entire contents of the famous box, al-
though the Spaalards found diamonds and
othee articles of great walue. Some one had
placed it on board (he steamer while In New
York In care of the puraer for delivery to
General Loe, notifying friends by letter of
fta remlasion, but In discharging the cargo
all the boxes billed to Les had been plled to-
gether with the Red Cross stuff. At the
consulate Mr, Springer told me the affalr
had no importance whatever, He sald that
people often scad packages In care of the
consul for friende, hoplng to escape duly,
but that in all such cases where articles
pasa the custom house n courtsey to Lee,
they are lmmedlately shipped to the port
of departure.'

LOTS OF RED TAPE.

1 vislted the warehouse at San Jose this
morning and found govemament Inspectors
md a large number of clerks opening boxes
for spectlon, [ first visited the custome
house to request data on the aubject. 1 was
informed by the seccond collector to proceed
to the warehouse, where the Inspectors had
ordecs to give all the information at hand.
The lpapector referred me Lo a subinspector
as the highest In authority, but his unlform
belied him, so I told him he was the maud
1 wanted to see by order of the collector.
But he wriggied out by mtroducing me to a
gecond, who promised to fuynish me all In-
formatlem In three hours. While there he
informed me that packages were eent In a
very disorderly manuner, making Inspection
very dificult egod tedious. He called atten-
tlon to several boxes oprued, showlng the
manner of packing goodd. Old boots, shoes,
solled cloth'ong, socks and other garmenls
were mixed with  riee, oatmeal, potatoce,
bacon, ham and other provislons.

Ho very naturaily said that such packing
was very unscientille end wasteful, as the
food products were spolled by contact with
dirty clothes. He éeemed to think it the
duty of New York Red Cross officlale te
open every box, sort out all the diffevent
articles and repack them in separate pack-
agea and In thils way relleve the arduous
work of the Spanish custom house collectoras,
1 tried to explain that each box was an in-
dlvidual contributlon filled with whatever
the deviors could afford and then was sent
to the Red Cvoss headquarters for remizsion

guergouj (illiterate perron) Is bitterly antl-
American. Mest of the others, as has been
cabled, were evidently the work of Cuban
sympathizers and had little effect, But when
persons of the low class of Spaniards begin
exclting €ach other trouble Is imminent. The
widely circulated fllustrated paper “'Don
Quixote’ pletures Americaps as inofensive
plgs, dripping with gore from Spanish bay-
onets and the lower classes know no hetter.
The volunteers are boiling internally—not
eepecially against Amerlcana now, but they
are tumultuously objecting to the prapoct-
tlon of the radical autonomists that the vol-
untesrs must be disarmed before elections
will be poseible, or at lexst that ecach man
must deposit his rifie o a common armory
Instead of keeping it at home as heretofore.

As autopomy can never be anything but
the hollowest farce as long as one party
(the conservative) goes to the polls an or-
ganiged, armed body, and as General Blaoco
means to make it as little of a farce as
pogsible, he muat Intend to disarm the vol-
unteers, If this Ig done It must come soon
and whepn It comes it is almost certain that
Aperican blood will follow. Even today the
slightest aceldent might £end thousands of
ignorant, prejudiced; naturally cruel, armed
men into great anti-Amerlean tlots, and
General Blanco has not mep enough to stop
them If the volunteers really break loosc,
Sach of thelr 40,000 men in Havana is a
menace to International peace,

The following e€entencea were censored
from my dispateh fAled last night to be
cabled: ““The news that the American gov-
ernment has abandoned the plan to send
rollef supplies to Cuba In war ships is ex-
eiting much Interest here. The American
colony Is sorry for it."

In consullation with court official of in-
quiry on Monday General Lee suggested an
admirable thing, It was to have the armored
erulser New York and the battleship lowa
just drop Into the bay for thelr captain and
commander respectively and then drop out
agaln. Trat would be an object lesson to
Havana which s greatly needed without any
danger of losihg another ship, for neither
would stay long enough.

The Spanish naval officers seem to feel
conflident that the Amerlcan court's verdict
will be “np aceldent,” They are outspoken
In the statement that their own verdiet will
be just the contrary and they talk freely of
an International commiaslon, A leading
member of the American court, foreieeing
this, sald at tho Monday confercnce: *It is
rather n pity that an interpatlional board did
not take hold first."

The court examined yesterday the two
Americars who the night of the explozion
found a tightly stretched rope rucaing from
ncar the floating dock toward and near to
the Maine. As has been cabled, the rope
wos miceing the niext moening. The offleer
brought the most prominently, perbaps, be-
fore the public In the Malae affalr does mnot
think a torpedo wrecked the Maine. He feels
sure that a mine caused the disaster.

The Malne's bow plates, originally [rom
the third longitudinal frame to the Geven-
teenth, are still being examined by experte.
They are most Important evidence, There
are some ‘‘doubting Thomases' yet. One of
the highest experts on explodlves In the
American navy, who has nol seen the wreck,
says. 'l see nothing absolutely proving that
the explosion could not have occurred from
the slde.”” He holds that the port eide
of the ship might have been forced In by
a vacuum at the place where the diver “Jotm
Doe of the Amerlean ship Faleon™ found
armor plates bulging Inward. But all othera
say that, admitting the possibility of a
vacuum strong enough to collapse the ship's
slde, the aperture would be more or less
regular and theee would not be the emashed,
battered and twisted mepse of beams eod
plites now forming the Maine's, port slde at
the polnt of Ilmpact.

The big wrecking tug Merritt, which Is
working alone since the Right Arm's depayvi-
ure on . mysterlous errand, bas made a big
reduction Iu the outside wreckage. Ils pow-
erful creces have yanked beame and plates
from the vevsel's maln deck up and out
through the big hole where the funnels used
to be,

Senator Proctor and Mlss Barton fornd on
their three days' trip to Sagua La Grande
and Clenfugas plenty of mlsery, even in the
latter place, where McGarr has heen as
consul until lately aaod where he persistently
reported that peither war nor misery exlsted.
Supplies are to be sent to both Places.

The Spanish divers worked Monday fully
twenty yards to the starbeard of the wreck.
Probably they were seeking the Jurrel.
Should they find its top Intaot an outside
explosion would be proved, for it would show
that the blg magazine could not possibly
have exploded. The navy divers are dolng
excellent and hard work, but the recovery
of bodies from now on ls practleally impcs-
sible on account of the danger to the divers
from blood polsoning. They have to work
by tou'h on accoumnt of the dark water and
cannot wear gloves. The bodles now are
in a horrible condition,

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IN N0 HURRY T0 BUY SHIPS

Navy Department Will Not Be Rushed in
Purchasing Veasels.

INSISTS PRICES MUST BE REASONABLE

—

Secreinry Long WIill Not Permit Ex-
Igeney of the Oceanion to Foree
Him Into Making Any
Bad Bargnlns.

WASHINGTON, ®™March 10,—The United
States government bas not as yet acquired
a eingle additional ehip for the navy. This
I8 true, not because of a lack of offers of
war ships from abroad, but simply for the
reason that the Navy department s pro-
ceeding with all the circumepection cons
slatont with the needs of the case in looking
after the qualltles and prices of the craft,
There Is a strong dispozition to refrain from
being drawn into bad bargaing and to In-
sist upon getting good vessels at prices not
extortionate.

Secretary Long 'was In recelpt of a large
numher of cablegrams today, almost all re-
lating to offers of ships, Lieutenant Niblack,
naval attache at Berlin, St. Petersburg and
Vienua, is particularly active In the quest
for vesels.,

There was a good deal of talk during the
day about assignment of officers to command
of the auxillary crulsers, the 1#t. Paul and
8t. louis being especially mentioned, but
Secretary Long set these storles at rest by
the statement that he had not made any
such assignments, and had only progreszed to
the point of Informing himsell of the posai-
bility of getting the ships officered and
manned quickly.

While looking after new ships the officlals
of the Navy department are not neglecting
the ald vessels, and arrangements have been
made to make short repairs on several ships,
that in the ordinary course would not be
treated in that fashion, but would receive a
thorough and time-consuming overhaullng,

Thus [nh the case of the Philadelphia, which
has had flve years' hard work, and has never
¥et been done over as s the custom, orders
have gone to Mare Igland to put the ship In
shape for sea within forty days.

The Yorktown, at the éame yards, Is not to
be touched at present, not only because it 1s
in falr comdition, but also because It s not
g0 formidable a craft as to make it desirable
to divert to it repair attention required else-
where,

NEWARK ALMOST NEW.

At Norfolk the Newatrk is set dowa for
thirty days' repains, and as a good deal of
wo'k hus alveady been done on it it will be
almost @ new ship wGen it comes cut of the
yard,

The blg monitor, Purltan, has practizally
completed Ita repairs.

The monitor, Comanche, at Mare lgland,
has been examined and found o tolerable

At League Island the moultor Miantonomah
and the eam Katahdin went Into commission
today, although they have not had thelr
orders, They will probably vemain in the
Delaware river, or drop down fnto the bay.

Commander Hawley left Washington this
evening for the south with Chief Engineer
Webster and Surgeon Persons to enlist ma-
chiniste for the navy. During the day the
board changed its plans and finally started
direct for New Orleans, It has been In-
formed that there are a number of good men
to be had on the gult coast, and Commander
Hawley will open temporary recruiting of-
fices In the gulf cltles as he goee along, just
#s was done by him in the west last sum-
mer.

NAVAL CONFERENCE HELD.

A conference was held at 3 o'clock In
the office of Assistant Secretary Roosevell
to map out plana for arming and equipping
merchant vessels as auxlliary cruigers. Mr.
Roosevelt preslded and others present were
Captain Croninshield of the Bureau of Navi-
gatlon, Caplaln O'Neal of the Bureau of
Ordnance, Chlef Hichborn of the Bureau of
Congtruction and Comumander Bradford of
tho Buresu of Yardy and Docks,

This meeting had been preceded by a call
from President Griscom of the International
Navigation company, which owns the four
shipa, St. Louls, St, Paul, Paris and New
York.

The board meeting brought out a general
disensslon of the work the various bureaus
would Qe called upon to do to make these and
cther vessels ready as auxillary crulsers,
About 95 per cent of thls work would fall to
the lot of the Bureau of Construction, which
would have charge of installing magazines,
gun mounts, light protective armor for the
gung and magazines, and the clreles on
which the guns swing. This work, It is sald,
could be accomplished readily within two
weeks' time, as all materlals except the
guns are on hand.

The Bureau of Ordnance could not supply
all the guns required within that short
time, although seventy or more are now
avallable. The supply would be adequate,
however, for the most effective auxiliary
cruisers, and the complete armament of the
werchant ships could proceed as rapldly as
possible thereafter,

On the question of manaing the auxillary
fleet the Navy departmont feels that the most
effective step would be to eullst loto the
Upited States naval sgvvice the speclal mer-
chant crews of the séveral ships, These
crews are thoroughly familiar with the ves-
gels, and could handle them with far greater
effect than green crews of blue jackets, The
ships would be officered from the line of
the regular navy. !

FAY 1S ABOUT THE BAME.

In the case of emlisting a merchamt crew
the pay and allowances would be about
equivalent Lo the rates paid ordinary esamen,
and the time of enlistment would be limited
to short lerms.

The batteries of the auxillary crulsers on
the Pacific coast, it those should be called In
use, are substantially similar, six-lnch guns
being the lurgest oney designed for use In
that service.

The Navy department finds Iteelf In com-
paratively good conditlon as to the supply
of automobile torpedoes, which constitute
ono of the most deadly engines of naval de-
structlon, The Whitehead torpedo ls now
in general vse, though a few of the Howell
class are &till on hand. Filty of the White-
head torpedoes were sécured a short time
ago and with these there Iv a total of about
60 on hand. This gives not only a full out-
fit for vessely now In commisslon but also
the necessary reserve supply.

COLLECTING INFORMATION,

Secretary Alger spent some time to-
day in consultation with President
Lindermann,  Viee President Daven-
port and Mr. Melgs of the Bethlehem

Iron company. This corporation has a con-
tract for supplying 100 heavy rifles for coast
defenses, Many of them have been deliv-
ered. His purpose In inviting the officers of
the company to meet him was to ascertain
the extent of their resources In case of emer-
gency and to induce them to press the work
in their hands with all dillgence, In both
of these undertakings the secretary was suc-
cessful,

A gool many cable mesgages were recelved
al the Navy department over night and this
morning. It was sald. that there was not
among them any word from the court of
inquiry or from Admlral Sicard, but that
they were almost altogether messages from
United States naval attaches abroad relating
to war ships under construction and subject
to purchase In the countries In which they
are belng built.

NAVY WANTS MACHINISTS.

This being diplomatie day at the State de-
pactment it would mot be a matter of ucte
in ordinary times to see the Britlsh amboe-
gador among the callers upon the secretary
of state and Judge Day éa _he was today,
But in view of the publications tMlate touch-
Ing alllances between the United States and
Great Britain and the reparted British re-
fucal to allow the Unlted States to purchase
war ships In Englemd move than usual inter.
est attached to his visit, The ambassador
himself refused to make any stalement for
publication relative to these mattere, belng
visibly annoyed at the prominence that had
been glven to these publications, but the
State denartment denled both these storlen,
As to the war ships, the best proof of the
fact that no prohibition had been lald upen
thelr purchases In Creat Brita'n is the cat-
isfactory progress of the negotlations of gov-
ernment representatives abroad for the pro-
curement of optloos on such ships as are
deemed desirable additions to our navy.

M. Cambon, the French ambassador, went
over to the Navy departmeat after paying
a weekly call on the eecretary of state, for a
short visit to Seretary Long. Thls, it was
sald, however, was nothing but a formal
call, the new ambassador up to this time
having falled to make the usual viilt of cev-
emony upon the officers of the cablnat,

SPANISH MINISTER ARRIVES.

The Spanish mlnister, S¢nor Polo y Ber-
nabe, arrived bere early today anl was met
at the station by Senor du Bose, the Spanish
charge, aad others, who gave him a cardlal
welcome and escorted him to the legation,
Later Scmor du Bosc called at the State de-
pavimeont and arranged (o present Senor
Polo at 11:15 tomorrow morning. At that
time the minister will be introduced to Bec-
retary Bhermap and Judge Day, bul it Is not
yet settled whether his presantation to the
president will follow at once, as the cabinet
will be in sesslon at that time. Pending his
meeting the oMcials here the new minlster
would not discues the present status of Spain.

FRANCE TRYING TO SPPAIN.

Tikely to Render Substantinl Flnan-
clnl Ansistance,

MADRID, Wednesday Nlight, by way of
Bayonne, France, March 10.—(New York
World Cablegram—=Special Telegram.)—Secor
Leoa Castillo, the Spenlsh ambassador at
Parlg, returned to Madrid today, ostensibly
on a ghort leave of absence to look after his
personal affalrs, but in official and diplomatic
quarters It ls generally belleved that he hes
come to enlighten the Spanish government
on the pregent disposition of the Paris hauks
and of the flnaoclers toward Spa'n. It fs
£n open secret that these financial ioterests,

cabinet, &eem much embaprassed and hurt
by the critical state of the Spanish fipances,
the rlse of foreign exchanges, the decline of
trade and other clroumstances oovsequent
upon the colonial wars, the condition of the
Epanish rallway companies and of many other
enterprises in which Freach capital ls largely
interested. Therefore very streng influcnces
have been brought to bear upon the Madrld
government to promise to do something to
have the next Parliament vete a law to
asslst the rallway companles. In considera-
tien of compliance with these demzads of
the French bankers and capltalists, Spa'a
Is prom'sed support on the Paris money mar-
ket In negotiating a large loan, to be guar-
anteed, however, by the revioue of her to-
baceo monopoly,

Spain s given to understand that the same
financial Influepces might secure for her at
least the support of the Freach government
in ita Cuban difficultles and W intérnational
complicaticas which might arlse out of the
Cuban question.

Ho is Displeased with the Mazximom Rate

VIGOROUSLY ARRAIGNS SUPREME COURT

Governor of Kansas Issnes an Ad-
dress In Whiclh He Shows the Ine-
connlstenclies of the Highest
Court In the Land,

TOPBRBKA, Kan., March 10.—The popullst
adminletration of the state of Kaneas pgave
out a startling statement today, one bristling
with criticism of the deeclsion of the United
States supreme court in the Nebraska maxi-
mum frelght rate cases,

that Governor Leedy has already takon stops
preliminary to the calling of the state legis-

Governor Leedy then quotcs the four-
teenth amendment and savs: “How In the
name of God can this apply to corporations?
Corporations are not born, they are created |
—made by law, They cannot be naturalized,
they can take no oath of allegiance. Oaly
human beings can do that.”

After more In the same strain the gov-
ernor, stlll referring to the fourteenth
amendment, says:

Who are the persons who shall not,
cording to these provisions, bo deprived of
Iife, liberty or property, or be denled equal
legal protection? Everybody  outside the
asylum and off the rederal Judicinl bench
knows them to be—and to only be—natural
persons. They are those who, beslles the
capaclty to hold preperty and enjoy lega
protection, also have life and can enjoy
liherty, and that means human belngs,

Continuing, Governor Lewsdy quotes Hare
on Amerlean coustituticnal law eod a da-
cision by Justice Woods of the United Eiates
circuit court, afterwards a supreme court
Juatice, to prove that the fourterath amaid-
ment does not refer to corporations and de-
clares that the Woods dec'slon had besn fol.
lowed In Callfornia, Rhode Island and other
states from 1870 to 1BK2, “when Justice
Field tod avother federal justice of the
peace named Sawyer decided the other way
and &iice thag, whenever a corporation starig
out to commit highway robbery, plck a man's
pocket or leot a public treasury, It diszulsce
Itself as a person and goes out on its mls-
slon of plundes,

HIDEOUS DISTORTRION.
